LORADO TAFT SAYS WE HAVE NO 
TIME FOR THE BEAUTIFUL. 


— 
In the First of His Series of Addresses 


for the University Lecture Associa- 


tion He Declares That Taste Is Not 
Developed—Points to the Greeks as 
Models — Compares Classic March 
with a Political Parade—Speaks at 
South Church. 


Modern tastes in art did not fare well in the 
comparison made with the Grecian last night 
at the South Congregational Church by Lo- 
rado Taft. In plain terms Mr. Taft said peo- 
ple were living too fast today in a material 
sense to pay any attention to the develop- 
mént of a taste for the beautiful. 


His lecture was the first of the course to be 


conducted on the three sides of the city by the 
University Lecture association of the Uni- 
sity Of Chicago. On the Noggh-Side the lec- 
ture will be delivered in the New England 
Church, and on the West Side at the Lewis 
Institute. 

Mr. Taft opened the South Side course, in 
which he will deliver six lectures on An- 
client Sculpture.“ by devoting his first even- 
ing to Greek Art, Formative Influences and 
Natural Characteristics. Prior to the intro- 
duction of stereopticon views he spoke of the 
decadence of art as the Greeks viewed it. 
With them the human form, Mr. Taft said, 
was the most beautiful thing on earth. 


Modern Artist Diffident. © 
„They saw it in all its symmetry,” said 
he, ‘‘and gloried in it. Today the artist 
gazes on the form of his model in a stiff 
pose for a few minutes and endeavors to 
reproduce it, often feeling half ashamed of 
himself for the effort. Then the model van- 
ishes behind the screen to rest. It was not 
so with the Greeks. They looked on the 
human figure in all its beauty. They believed 
in its development and encouraged it.“ 

Mr. Taft said the highest art was attained 
from processions, of which one sees little 
now that is beautiful except those in the 
services of the Catholic Church. He referred 


to the commission of Phidias to decorate the 


entablatures of a temple. One of the most 


beautiful was the procession of Greeks 
of both sexes, in their simple umes, to 
the temple of their gods. 

‘Gorgeous, but Not Beautiful. 


* “Imagine a political procession today,” 


said Mr. Taft, and think®"if there is any- 


thing of beauty in it. With their black 
coats, 


* cylinders on their wrists, and a cyl- 


inder on their head,’ as Bernard Shaw would 


gay, they look stiff and somber. The cos- 
tumes of the women also lack in beauty in 
comparison with those of the Grecian women. 
We are a gorgeously clad people, but there 
is no beauty or simplicity in our colorings.” 


Mr. Taft told of the actual work of the 
sculptor, and also of the poetic dream of 


Michael Angelo. The sculptor today, he said, 


makes ah humble beginning with a plaster 
cast before he attempts to transform the 


marble with his chisel. 


This, he said, would 


give a better idea of the development of art 


from its crude condition.

They were followed by the Sphinx 
and the pyramids, the work of a giant race 
which possessed no knowledge of modern 
mechanical powers, yet lifted blocks of 
stone weighing tons into place. 

The sculpture of the Egyptians, with the 


picture of the old schoolmaster in the fore- 


ground, then was illustrated, the product of 
a tace that existed 3700 B. C. Thebes, with 
its pictures of Rameses II. followed. 


Mr. Taft said the angular figures were not 


sculpture, but they had their effect upon 


later art. The statues of Memnon, sitting 


in silent grandeur, he said, were crude yet 
powerful examples of the prevailing art of 
the times. 
Assyrian Signs of Decay. 

Assyrlan sculpture followed that of Thebes, 
bringing with it the symbolism which the 
lecturer said always was the sign of weak- 
ness, an unfailing signal of decadence. ‘Una- 
ble to devise a face sufficiently impressive for 
the figure they had chiseled, Mr. Taft said, 
the primitive sculptors placed upon it the head 
of a cat ora bird. In Assyrian art, he said, 
decorations first crept in and the figures were 
covered with rich drapery, to which more 
attention was paid than to the symmetry of 
the figure it concealed.

At 9 o’clock there were over a score of 
people waiting for Mr. Carnegie to emerge 
from the Lauder home. When he looked out 
and saw a gathering of well dressed people 
he asked that the carriage that was to con- 
vey him be sent around to the rear. Then, 
while the crowd was waiting for him to come 
out the front door, he dodged out the back 
way, into the carriage, and then to Schenley

Julia Lathrop Talk to 
Women’s Meeting at 
Sinai Temple. 


WHY THEY LEFT BOARD. 


Political Influence on State In- 
_ stitutions Banefal and 
Not to Be With- * 


DUNNING AS AN EXAMPLE. 


For the first time since their resignation 
from the State Board of Charities, Miss Julia 
Lathrop and Dr. Emil G. Hirsch delivered 
addresses from the same platform yesterday. 
At Sinai Temple they told more or less plain- 
ly what they thought of Governor Yates and 
his attitude toward the State charitable in- 
stitutions. The condition of affairs at Dun- 
ning was also the subject of comment. 

“It is as useless for a superintendent of 
an asylum to protest against an incompe- 
tent assistant named by the Governor,” said 
Miss Lathrop, as for a pussy cat to purr 
at a flying express train.“ 

“TI never did anything on the State Board 
of Charities but resign,” said Dr. Hirsch. 
I was a member for three months. I fore- 
saw what would happen when I should vote 
against the Governor's wishes. I did not 
want to be discharged from the board for 
incompetency and oblige my people to put 


up with an ‘ incompetent ” pastor.” 


Miss Lathrop Tells of Cruelty. 

Miss Lathrop related a personal experience 
in a State institution, citing it as an example 
of common occurrences under the — 
system. 

“I went into one ot our ne one day 
and found a woman cruelly and unduly re- 
strained. The manner in which she was 
bound. would have been warranted only in a 
case of insanity where the patient threatened 
self-destruction or injury to others. It was 
not only brutal but it was inexcusable and 
silly. I remonstrated with the doctor, It 
would have been as impossible to remove 
him as one of the fixed'stars. Later he did 
fall into a vulgar quarrel with an attendan’ 
and was so disfigured that he was removed. 

“ There is no more appalling instance of 
the condition of these institutions at present 
than is to be found within eight miles of us. 
There are people there whose condition ts so 


hideous that it would be ind | about

Dr. Hirsch Condemns Dunning.

Miss Lathrop was 
the only member of the board who really 
made a serious business of charities. The 
American standard is low in so far as public 
affairs are concerned. We worship the suc- 
cessful man. There is a shameful place at 
Dunning. Do you stop to realize that to- 
morrow your brother and sister may, with-

LONG HON? LANDS BANKER 


FOLLOWED TO FOREIGN CLIMES, 
CAUGHT IN CHICAGO. 


John H. Joyce, Former President of 
Stoughton (Wis.) Institution, 
Charged with $44,000 Detale ation, 
Arrested After Two Years—Pursved 
to Mexico and to South America, and 
Found Living in This City, Where It 
Is Said He Had Bought Property. 


From the office of President of a bank to a 
cell in the Central Station on a charge of de- 
faulting with $40,000 is the fate of John H. 
Joyce, former President of the Stoughton 
National Bank of Stoughton, Dane County, 
Wis. 

For over two years Joyce, it is said, has 
been eluding the police of all the principal 
cities in the country, and at times so hot was 
the chase he was forced to visit foreign soil 
in the hopes of escaping his pursuer, who 
has followed him since May 15, 1899. 

Joyce, who at one time was thought to be 
worth over $1,000,000, is accused by the resi- 
dents of Stoughton with receiving money 
when he knew the bank to be insolvent. The 
depositors, who were mostly farmers, allege 
that Joyce knew his bank was insolvent, and 
thathewent away leaving many of them pen- 
niless and in some cases, they claim, causing 
them to mortgage their farms in order to live. 


Followed for Two Years. 


When Joyce's shortage was discovered ana | 
he could not be found, the inhabitants of | 


Stoughton immediately made up a subscrip- 
tion to assist Sheriff Burmeister of Madison, 
Wis., to trace him. That official started out 
to find the banker a week after he had disap- 
peared, and has followed him until he finally 
had him arrested in Chicago. 

He followed Joyce through Texas, where 
he is said to have purchased 4,000 acres of 
land, then to Mexico, and thence on to South 
America. Returning to the United States 
Joyce went to New York ane then came to 
Chicago. 

Arriving in Chicago Sheriff Bursecteter 
went to detective headquarters and askea 
assistance. Detectives Homer and Facklan 
were detailed, and for three weeks the search 
was continued without finding trace of the 
defaulting President. 

Finally Detective Homer learned that a 
man answering the description of Joyce was 
living in La Salle avenue, near Chestnut 
street, where he had bought a house a short 
time previous. The detectives waited about 
Chestnut street and La Salle avenue every 
night fog nearly a week in the hope of learn- 
ing the house where Joyce was supposed to 
be li with his wife and child. Yesterday 
afternoon the detectives decided that they 
would make inquiries in the neighborhood.

John J. Hanrahan, Held at Mill Creek, 
Ind., Says His Mind Has Been a 


Blank for a Week. 


In the village jail at Mill Creek, Ind., isa 
Chicago man, who says his mind has been 
a blank for a week. That'is why he is in Min 
Creek. He is in jail because he was sus- 
pected of planning to burn the village. 

The man is John J. Hanrahan. He says 
that the last he remembers was having his 
shoes polished in the Saratoga Hotel here a 
week ago. He awoke yesterday in Mill Creek. 
Where he was in the interim he has no idea. 

Once his memory returned Hanrahan has- 
tened to identify himself, and the authorities 
telegraphed to Chicago asking what his rela- 
tives wished done. Hanrahan lved for a 
time at 117 Austin avenue, but it was stated 
there last night that he moved two months 
ago. His mother, he said, was at either the 
Saratoga or McCoy’s Hotel.

Want to Show Sentiment. 

From a letter sent out by the United States 
| Export association to one of its agents, 
which THs TRIBUNE Obtained yesterday, ft 
apparently is the purpose of the National 
Pure Food association to show Congress that 
there is a strong sentiment in every Con- 
gressional district in favor of free raw 
sugar. The petition follows: 

„ Whereas, The United States, owing to 
the changed conditions growing out of the 
late war with Spain, is in a position to give 
the people refined sugar at a cost of between 
8 and 4 cents a pounds, if the duty on raw 
sugar is removed and a fair competition is 
established between our beet and cane sugar 
producing interests and the sugar refining 
interests in this country, with fair protec- 
tion to each; the undersigned consumers of 
sugar petition our Senators and members of 
Congress to restore raw sugar to the free 
Ust, with reasonable protection to our beet, 
cane, and refining interests, by a duty not 
exceeding one-half cent a pound on refined 
sugars above No. 16, Dutch standard. 

“This would save consumers of sugar in 
this country over $60,000,000 a year, which 
now goes into the pockets of the beet, cane, 
and refining manufacturers in the propor- 
tion of about 2 cents a pound to the beet 
sugar manufacturers, 1% cents a pound to 
our cane sugar manufacturers, and % eent 
a pound to our refiners.”

A. A. Sprague of the wholesale firm of

“ The rub is with the beet sugar men, Mr. 
Sprague said. “If a reciprocity treaty is 
made with Cuba, I don’t see how we can 
avoid admitting their raw sugar free. But it 
will not kill the beet sugar industry. The 
beets could stil} be raised with profit, and the 
sugar made.“ 

Mr. Sprague did not believe English pre- 
serves or confections were being sold in this 
country as a result of the high sugar tarig, 
On the contrary, he stated that, to his belief, 
large quantities of American-made jams and 
preserves, in which sugar, and not glucose, is 
used, are now being exported to England at a 
good profit. Mr. Sprague declared that this 
export trade had grown enormously, and that 
even at the present price of sugar, America 
could seil profitably in England.

FERRED FOR $500,000. 


Largest Structure of Its Kind in Chica- 
„o Secured by Fred E. Lee, a Banker 
and Manufacturer of Dowagiac,

The new Cummings Apartment Building at 
Grand boulevard and Fifty-first street, the 
largest structure of the kind in the city, was 
sold yesterday for $500,000. The purchaser is 
Fred E. Lee, a banker and manufacturer of 


from No n P. Cummings. It is said to be 
the great deal in that class of propert 
on record in Chicago. 

At about the same time the trustees of 
Northwestern University, carrying out their 
announced plans, ordered the Tremont House 
remodeled at a cost limit of $200,000, provid- 
ing for a large auditorium, which probably 
will be leased by Central Church. 

The Cummings Building is a solid front 
block of four-story and basement, stone and 
brick apartments, fronting on Grand boule- 
vard and Fifty-first street, and overlooking 
Washington Park, Fiftieth place, and Wash- 
ington Park place. There are ninety-six mod- 
ern apartments, with twelve separate front 
entrances, and 541 rooms, not including jan- 
itors’ quarters and laundries. It was fin- 
ished only last year. 


_ Fronts on Washington Park. 

The Grand boulevard frontage is 271 6-10 
feet, and the Washington Park frontage 150 
feet. There are 40,740 square feet in the 
premises. Sixteen of the apartments are lo- 


stairway, bathroom, and pantry has outside 
Windows. The annual rentals aggregate 
nearly. $50,000. 

Mr. Lee bought the property as an invest- 
ment, and the existing mortgages, amounting 
to nearly $250,000, are being refunded by the 
Chandler Mortgage company for ten years 
at 4% per cent.

EXPLOSION ON THE LEVEE 


NOISE STARTLES DENIZENS OF 
CLARK AND OTHER STREETS. 


‘ 


Long Search Made for the Source— 
Scene Finally Located in Rear of a 
chinese Laundry at 3811—Police 
Think Some One Who Had Lost 

' Money in Gambling-House on Second 
Floor Set Of Bomb for Revenge— 


A mysterious explosion that shook build- 
ings and alarmed people within a radius ot 
half a mile occurred at 9 o'clock last night 
in the rear of 311 Clark street. 

Dwellers in the nearby hotels and the night 
workers in the big printing house buildings 
in Dearborn street were startled and ran 
into the street, seeking an explanation. A 
motley crowd from the saloons and lodging- 
houses of Clark street thronged Plymouth 
place between Van Buren and Harrison 
ptreets, and joined with the police and 
firemen in the search to find the cause of 
the explosion. Every one expected to see a 
fire. For half an hour the search went on 
unre warded. 

Laundryman Gives the Clew. 

Finally a Chinese laundryman informed a 
patrolman that the explosion had occurred 
in the rear of his place at 311 Clark street, 
and an investigation was made there imme- 
diately. It was discovered that a dozen panes 
of glass had been broken out of the sash of 
the rear windows of the building, which is an 
old, ramshackle structure of brick, four 
stories high. 1 

It was learned that the explosion took 
place in a small yard at the rear of the house. 
The ground floor of the structure is vacant. 
The basement is occupied by Wo Kee, who 
conducts a laundry. On the second floor 
there is a gambling-house, operated by Alon- 
zo Bryan, a colored man. It is patronized 
exclusively by Chinamen and negroes, ‘and 
the Chinese games ot bung loo and fan tan 
are played with poker and hazard. Fifty 
Chinamen were gambling there when the ex- 
plosion occurred. * 

Police Think It Malice. 

The explosion, is believed by the police and 
the gamblers to have been the work of some 
malevolent Chinaman, who had been gam- 
bling ine the resort, and, having lost his 
money, adopted that method ‘of frightening 
the owners of the house. The police investi- 
gation showed that if the person who set off 
the explosive intended harm to any one the 
effort was not intelligently made. The flash 
of the explosion was seen by James Wilkin- 
son from a rear window of the gambling 
place. The only result was that the concus- 
sion broke the window glass, but as the ex- 
plosive was not encased in metal or strong 
wood. it left no marks of any kind on wood- 
work that was near, or upon other objects. 

One story of an indefinite nature reached. 
the ears of the police, to the effect that two 
women and a man were overheard quarrel- 
ing on the rear steps of the building last 
Monday morning. One of the women, it was 
said, made threats against the proprietors 
of the place. Not much stock was taken in 
the story, because the identity of the people

Washington, D. C., Nov, 11.—It is under- 
stood here that Chan Yen Tung has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Yuan Shi Kai as Governor 
of the Chinese Province of Shan Tung. Not 
much is known here of Chan's personality, 
save that he is a civil service man and nota 
soldier. He is understood also to have been 
only recently appointed Director of Trans- 
portation, an important post in China.

lengthy interview, declares that the Colom- 
bilan revolutionists were fighting in the in- 
terests of United States ownership of the 
Panama canal. He said: 

“We shall try to effect a definite settle- 
ment of the Isthmus canal question and of 
the-pending international negotiations, We 
shall stand by all our national treaties, as, for 
instance, the treaty with the United States 
of 1846, guaranteeing the neutrality of the 
isthmus railroad, but we shall put a definite 
stop to the present underhand dickering for 
our most valuable concessions to Luropean 
countries, 
French Concession Illegal. 

“ Colombia's concessiohe to France in re- 
gard to the isthmus, by the terms of the 
last treaty, expire in 1904. French capital- 
ists have obtained an illegal extension of 
these concessions. Our Congress, when it 
last met in 1898, refused to ratify these con- 
cessione. I, myself, as the only Liberal 
representative in Congress, voted against 
such ratification. | 
In defiance of the Colombian constitution 
President San Clemente, after the dissolu- 
tion of th. Congress, arbitrarily granted the 
concessions to France. 

“Now the French company is to 
sell these same concessions to American 
capitalists for $70,000,000. How much bet- 
ter it would be to put this sum of money 
into the construction of the canal. 


Tired of Panama Frauds. 

„ We have had enough of Panama frauds. 
We do not want the French to meddle fur- 
ther with the canal. We know, as all the 
world knows, that the Americans can finish 
the canal in half the time and for half the 
money. 

“We want Americans to undertake the 
completion of the canal, and we willingly 
accept the protection of the great North 
American republic at the isthmus, as we 
have already done in regard to the trans- 
isthmus railroad. 
ven at the present juncture we have no 
objection to the landing of American troops 
at the isthmus.” 

General Uribe-Uribe explained the present 
hostilities in Colombia and Venezuela, say- 

“ This ſs not an international war between 
Venezuela and Colombia, but @ struggle be- 
tween the Liberal and Conservative parties 
of both countries. Here in Venesuela we 
all serve under the yellow standard of the 
Liberal party, as do our friends in Ecuador, 
in Guatemala, in Nicaragua, and in the 
Liberal strongholds of the Colombian Gua- 
jira. We have undertaken to help guard the 
Venezuelan frontier against foreign attacks. 
We are not as yet strong enough to do with- 
out the help of our allies outside the con- 
fines of Colombia. 

. Tells of Deal with Castro. . 

“The Conservatives say I have promised 
to repay General Castro for his aid by con- 
cessions of Colombian territory after our 
cause shall have triumphed. This is a ma- 
licious lie. 

When General Castro explained his dis- 
positions tO me at Caracas not a word was 
said about future concessions on the part of 
Colombia. Such a suggestion would have 
been a mortal insult. 

“If boundary disputes should arise in the 
future between Colombia and Venezuela 
they will be settled in regular form dy 
boundary commissioners or by arbitration, 
as they have been in the past. 

We have engaged ourselves in case of 
success to do all in our power to change the 
money standard of Colombia from its pres- 
ent debased paper currency to a standard of 
silver and gold. We shall not repudiate any 
national debts, but as soon as it can be 
effected the wretched paper bills which are 
now being turned out in Bogota by the 
bushel shall be withdrawn from circula- 
tion.”’ 

General Uribe-Uribe is strongly encamped 
in the Cordillora Mountains, on the frontier 
line between the Venezuelan State of Tach- 
ira and the Colombian Province of Sant 
Ander. His command, numbering several 
thousand Colombian Liberals, was holding 
the extreme left of the Venezuelan line of 
defense. Altogether some 16,000 soldiers 
stand face to face on the frontier.

Disabled Schooner with Eight Men 


Helpless in a Storm, with Big 9 
Ades. Mich., Nov. 11.—The old schooner OF A MAN HUNT. 25 
Sweetheart is adrift in Lake Huron, at the * 
mercy of the northwest gale, and all that 
prevents the vessel and the eight men in the 
crew from going to the bottom is a bowlder 
sticking in a hole in the planking, picked up 
when the vessel was ashore at the entrances 
to Georgian Bay a few days ago. 

The Sweetheart was found off the entrance 
to Georgian Bay by the Canadian steamer 
Armenia. The vessel was drifting helpless- 
ly about the lake, and the Captain told the 
crew of the steamer that the vessel had been 
ashore and had been released by the change 
of wind and a rise in the water. 

When the Sweetheart left the beach a 
bowlder was firmly imbedded in the bottom 
planking, and this was all that prevented 
the boat from sinking. 

The Armenia started to bring the Sweet- 
heart to this port, but when some distance 
away the fuel supply ran short, and the Cap- 
tain of the steamer was forced to order the 
barge cut adrift to save his own ship. 

A heavy sea is running, and no further 
news has been received from the schooher. 
Grave fears are expressed for the safety 
of the eight men who comprise the crew. 

Collides with an Iceberg.

By keeping si- 
lence in the matter it would appear as if 
the members of the two teams were satis- 
fied to let the public be deceived in the mat- 


ter. An investigation by. the officials of the 


league will probably be called for.

force as it is until the other negotiations have 
been concluded. 

This treaty was negotiated in 1817 and 
limits the number of warships the United 
States and Great Britain can maintain on the 
lakes, and prohibits the construction of war 
vessels in these waters. 

The great objection to the treaty is that it 
prevents the shipping interests of the great 
lakes from securing a fair share of govern- 
ment work in constructing the smaller naval 
vessels.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—A contest be- 
tween the scientists of the country and naval 
line officers, which has been waged for years 
and involves the control of the naval observ- 
atory, has been brought to a critical point 
by the presentation to Secretary Long of the 
report of the Board of Visitors to the ob- 
servatory, in which the issue is drawn sharp- 
ly in favor of civil control.

HOLDS TAYLOR IS GUILTY. 


Declares ThereeIs No Doubt Goe- 


bel Murder Was Result of 
Republican Conspiraey. 


DEFENDS NAME OF STATE. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 11.~—[Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Beckham today mailed a letter to Gov- 
ernor Durbin of Indiana in reply to the 
Indiana Governor's statements in refusin 
to honor the requisition for W. 8. Taylor — 
Charles Finley, under indictment for the 
murder of Goebel. 

In his reply Beckham charges that there 
is now no doubt that the assassination of 
Goebel was the result of a carefully planned 
conspiracy; that the fatal shot was fired 


from the Secretary of State’s office, not forty 
feet from where Taylor then was, and that 


Taylor used every effort to prevent the arrest 
and conviction of the murderer. Beckham 
charges Durbin in refusing to give up the 


men is fulfilling a campaign pledge. 


Refusal Not Unexpected. 

Beckham says in part: 

Tour refusal to honor the requisitions 
was not unexpected, but the remarkable 
letter with which you accompanied the re- 
turn of the papers was indeed a surprise to 
me, and I sincerely: regret the necessity of 
this reply. , 

It is true I had been reliably informed 
that you had incurred campaign obligations 
which committed you to the protection of 
these two valuable adjuncts to your polit- 
ical fortunes, and that they had been prom- 
ised immunity from arrest under requisitions 
from the -Kentucky authorities in the event 
of your election as Governor. This infor- 
mation has been confirmed by your conduct. 
You have ‘violated your oath of office and 
ee discredit upon the high position you 

0 

But even with this understanding of 
your embarrassing position, confronted, as 
you were, on the one side by the Jaw and 
justice, and on the other by a miserable polit- 
ical bargain, I could not believe that you 
would so far forget the dignity and obliga- 
tions of your office and the courteous rela- 
tions that exist among the Chief Executives 
of the various States as to go out of your 
way to offer a gratuitous insult to the people 
of Kentucky, and to cast a reflection upon 
the courts and public officials of the State. 


Defends Judge Cantrill. 


Passing on from showing how you have 
disregarded the constitution and law of your 
country, I will proceed to show you how 
you have perverted the record in the recent 
trial of Caleb Powers and sought by such 
action to bring discredit upon an honora- 
ble and upright Judge, whose life of public 
service has been unstained by a single dis- 
honorable act and whose character as a 
man and as a jurist stands unimpeached 
among the good people of this State. ; 

Is this a manly way to attaék any one? 
Is it right and proper to manufacture evi- 
dence to blacken, If. possible, his character? 
You insinuate, too, that the Judge has been 
influenced in his trials of these cases by 
his aspirations as a candidate for the United 
States Senate. If rumor speak true, you are 
not above suspicion in that respect your- 
self, and the ranchrous spirit of your letter 
shows that you are making a bid for the sup- 
port of the implacables and radicals in your 
own party, with a view to that end. I doubt 
the wisdom of your policy to secure such an 
honor. 
Charges Murder Was Planned. 

% There is no doubt now that the assassi- 
nation of William Goebel on the State Capitol 
grounds was the result of a deliberate and 
carefully planned conspiracy, that he was 
shot from a window in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, not forty feet from the Gov- 
ernor’s office, where W. S. Taylor was when 
the shot was firéd; that Taylor immediately 
had all entrances to the building guarded and 
forbade the admission of the peace officers 
who sought to enter and search for the as- 
sassin; that he threw every obstacle in his 
power in the way of preventing the arrest and 
conviction of any one suspected of the crime; 
that he issued his pardons to some of those 
under suspicion even before their arrest and 


‘indietment; that he was presumably the 


beneficiary in the death of William Goebel, 
who was contesting with him the title to the 
Governorship of Kentucky; that he refused to 
recognize the writ of habeas corpus, filled the 
State Capitol with over a thousand armed 
desperadoes, and threatened the entire State 
with revolution and anarchy; and that today 
he ls a cringing suppliant at your feet, beg- 
ging that he be not given over to trial on an 
indictment charging him with being a con- 
spirator in the murder of his successful rival. 


Charges Protection of Criminals. 

It would be no satisfaction to any one to 
punish an innocent man for this crime. The 
mind of any civilized man revolts at such an 
idea. The brothers and friends of the mur- 
dered Governor simply demand the punish- 
ment of those who conspired to kill him. No 
political advantage could be gained by any 
one or any party in convicting the two self- 
confessed criminals now basking in the 
smiles of your protecting care. 


Blames Fugitives for Trouble. 

„The honored name of Kentucky needs no 
defense at my hands. Her history is one of 
which we are justly proud. Overa hundred 
years ago she became a ommonwealth in 
the American.union, and her pioneer citizens 
cleared the forests, built homes, schools, 
churches, established civil government, and 
quickly placed her among the first States of 
the union. Her people are brave, generous, 
hospitable, and obedient to law. Life, lib- 
erty, and property are as safe within her 
borders as anywhere on earth. 

„Only one time in her history were these 
blessings threatened, and that was brought 
about by these two fugitives whom you har- 
bor and some of their associates. It was 
then, too, that the great body of Ken- 
tuckians showed their splendid character, 
their forbearance, and their profound re- 
spect for the law and the constituted author- 
ities, and it was their patient courage at such 
a critical time that brought order out of 
chaos, government out of anarchy.

COAL PASTS BEGIN TODAY. 


COMMISSIONERS WILL sTART 
THEIR WORK AT DUNNING. 


Institutions Directed to Set Aside a 
Part of the Fuel on Hand for the Pur- 
pose of. Investigation to Prevent 
Substitution —O’Gara, King & Co. 
Send Letter to Board Saying That if 
Contract Js Found to Have Been vie- 

lasted It Should Be Revoked. 


The special coal investigating committee 
of the County board meets this afternoon at 
the Dunning poorhouse and begins its tests 
of the coal delivered to the county under the 
contract with O’Gara, King & Co. This was 
decided yesterday afternoon at the meeting 
of the board, when the committee was or- 
dered to act, and after there had been much 
discussion at the meeting of the committee. 

O’Gara, King & Co. sent a letter to the 
board, in which the firm stated that the coal 
delivered to the county institutions was Ran- 
dolph smokeless, as stipulated in the con- 
tract, and that the firm courted any investi- 
gation the Commissioners cared to make. 
It wound up by saying that if the coal was 
found to be not Randolph smokeless, then, in 
fairness to the board and to the public, the 
contract should be canceled. . 

The volume of our general coal business 
is equal to the largest in the great middle 
West, our tonnage last year having been in 
excess of 1,000,000 tons,“ continued the let- 
ter. We deliver a few tens of thousands 
of tons to the Cook County institutions, and 
care little one way or the other whether we 
have this business or not, but we do object 
to unjust and untruthful criticism of this 
business, on account of the effect it might 
have on our general trade. Since the ap- 
pearance of the rumors we have discontin- 
ued deliveries of coal at the county insti- 
tutions, and shall not commence deliveries 
until your honorable board has thoroughly 
investigated this matter and satisfied your- 
selves of the true condition of affairs.” 

The machinery necessary for the tests of 
the coal by the board will not be ready for 
several days, but the committee yesterday 
voted to have some responsible concern make 
both an analytical and an evaporating test 
of the coal at once. Beside this, the board 
will make its own tests as soon as the testing 
devices can be installed at Dunning and the 
County Hospital. 

„We propose to go to the bottom of this 
matter, said Chairman Walker of the spe- 
cial Coal committee. If there has been any 
deviation from the contract we intend to find 
it out and to make the guilty persons suffer.“ 


LOVELESS AND KANTER EACH _ 
FINED $1,000; FORMER PAYS. 


David Weber, Companion of the Loan- 
ers in Civil Service Fraud Charge, 
Given a New Trial. 


Braman H. Loveless of the Protective asso- 
ciation paid a fine of $1,000 in Judge Neely's 
court yesterday morning, and Samuel C. 
Kanter entered a recognizance to pay an 
equal sum. They were convicted some time 
ago of conspiracy to nullify the civil service 
law by providing applicants at the examina- 
tion for police Lieutenant in June, 1900, with 
the questions they would be required to 
answer.

Forrest, B. C. Bachrach, and 
Moritz Rosenthal for the defendants and 
Assistant State's Attorney Barnes for the 
State. Judge Neely said there was a reason- 
able ground for doubt regarding Weber's

At the trial the 
verdict of guilty was returned on the testi- 
mony of Miss Knabjohann, a former stenog- 
rapher in Weber & Kanter's office.

Stewart and Western avenues, Thirty-ninth 


street andtheriver and Illinois and Michigan 


Canal, what is now a part of the Fifth Ward. 
In this territory the four rendering works of 


which so much complaint has been made have 


existed for some time. 


Driven South of Thirty-ninth. 

Recently the residents of the ward have 
been agitating the question of getting the 
works out of their territory at least, and 
Aldermen Martin and IAtzinger of the ward 
presented an amendment to this old ordi- 
nance providing the northern limit of the ter- 
ritory should be Thirty-nisath street instead 
of the river and the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, as at present. This was the amend- 
ment which was reported on favorably by the 
committee yesterday, and if passed it ex- 
empts the Fifth Ward entirely and makes 
the boundaries of the district in which such 
works will be tolerated Stewart avenue on the 
east, Western avenue on the west, and Thirty- 
ninth street on the north, with no southern 
boundary at all.

Estimated receipts for today are 175 cars 
wheat, 145 cars corn, 200 cars oats, and 34,000 


hogs. 

The government report on corn for Novem- 
ber shows an average yield per acre of 16.4 
bu, which, on the original acreage of 82,821,- 
000 acres, indicates a yield of 1.388, 000, 000 bu, 
compared with an Indication of 1,270,000,000 
bu, according to the October report. The 
government estimates the amount of old corn 
in farmers’ hands at 4.5 per cent of the crop 
of 1900, or about 95,000,000 bu, compared with 
a reserve of 4.4 per cent on November, 1900. 
While the local trade had been anticipating 
some improvement in yield the réport was 

as moderately bearish, and Mil- 
waukee curb prices, not always a reliable 
test, were about %c lower than the official 
close of the local market. 

“The wheat market today,” said McRey- 
nolds, “‘showed the growth of the belief 
already widely held among grain speculators 
that Europe is trying to depréss our market 
to buy wheat of. Cables were disappointing 
and led to an early break, but the big general 
demand forced a complete reaction. In oats 
the continued strong cash demand is forcing 
up the futures.“ 

Stocks of wheat in store in this country,

The home and foreign con- 
sumption is tremendous, and the feeding of 
wheat to stock is becoming more and more of 
a factor. Why, they are even sneaking wheat 
into oats. There are innumerable reasons 
why wheat should sell higher, one of the 
strongest of which is the greatly increased 
outside interest in the market. We have had 
a big crop, but it will melt away. Buying 
wheat at these prices isan investment rather 
than a speculation.“ 


Activity in Rye.

The church, thinks President Eliot, 
bas turned either to poetic generalities or 
to ritualistic pomp. The judiciary bas de- 
clined in personal merit and im public esti- 
mation. Legislative bodies have fallen into 
popular contempt. Meanwhile, the school 
bas become more powerful, “and educa- 
tion is the one agency for promoting intel- 
ligence and righteousness which has gained 
strength in the last half century.” 

In their telegraphic form these statements 
are so broad and sweeping that one hesi- 
tates to accept them without qualification. 
But it may be admitted that the tendency 
is in the direction which President Eliot 
indicates. The school is gaining, while 
churches, courts, and Legisiatures are los- 
ing. Into the cause of this tendency Presi- 
dent Eliot is not reported to have gone. It 
might be suggested, however, that the school 
is in itself partially responsible for the 
change. There is a certain stage in educa- 
tion when respect for authority is at a 
low ebb. The mind, becoming conscious vf 
its own powers, thinks nothing beyond its 
jurisdiction. Many things which formerly 
inspired awe on being seen face to face 
lose their terrifying powers.

GERMAN OFFICERS’ CODE OF HONOR. 

The English officer has been astonishing 
the world of late by his devotion to sports 
and amusements at a time when the maxims 


“g fixed | of war would seem to suggest certain other 


ways of exercising one’s facuities. The spec- 
tacle of the English gentleman chasing a 
gutta percha ball over the veldt while the 
Boers are “sniping” his Tommies and 
“swiping” his horses is at once appalling 
and diverting. There is a sublime stupidity 
about it that has seldom been equaled. 
But whatever may be the infatuation of 
the English officer for his outdoor sports 
and bis messroom music the superstitious 
reverence of the German for his military 
code of honor seems almost as bad, though 
not so fatal to the army in the field. The 
latest duel reported from Berlin shows the 
code of honor im one of its most unreason- 
able moments. Lieutenant Biaskowitz, 
being drunk, struck Lieutenant Hildebrand. | 
Hildebrand, having consulted the court of 
honor, challenged Biaskowitz, Blaskowitz, 
being about to be married, wished to end 
the whole matter with an apology. The 
highest officers of the brigade, however, de- 
cided that such a subterfuge was impossi- 
ble. The men met, and Blaskowita was 
killed,

Undoubtedly the President desires to ac- 
quaint himself thoroughly with the views of 
prominent Republican Senators and Repre- 
sentatives concerning questions which are 
likely to be considered by Oongress. It is 
to be expected that his views as to what it 
will be advisable for him to say in his mes- 
sage—a state paper which the public is 
waiting for with much interest—will be af- 
fected somewhat by these interviews with 
men who are to take an active part in the 
work of legislation, But the President is 
not so easily converted to the opinions of 
others as some of the correspondents assume 
he is. 

Probably many of the men with whom he 


has talked, and who have given him their 


ideas fully and forcibly, will be surprised to 
learn, when they read the President's mes- 
sage, that they may have modified but have 
not essentially changed his opinions by their 
arguments.

the votes of these men for good government. 


Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst thinks the open- 


ing of the saloons on Sunday “ would be 
dealing in a perfectly square and honorable 
way with our German citizens.” Edmund 
Clarence Stedman and other members of the 
New England society have great respect for 
the old New England method of Sunday ob- 


servance, but they have reached the con- 


clusion that the customs of citizens of for- 
eign birth deserve some consideration. 

When the Legislature meets an attempt 
will be made to amend the Raines law so 
that, in New York City at least, the sale of 
liquor oh Sunday may be permitted during 
certain hours of the day, asin London. The 
success of this attempt will remove the 
Sunday saloon question from the fleld of 
politics in New York City for all time, and 
it will also, as Dr. Parkhurst says, take 
ont of the market of crime one of the com- 
modities in which the police deal whenever 
Tammany is in power. 


ETERNAL VIGILANCE. 
The American troops in the Philippines 
have come to the conclusion that war is an 


engrossing occupation, and that when a man 


is in the field he should not let his attention 
be diverted for a minute from the main ob- 
ject of the campaign. General Smith, for 
instance, has issued an order which makes 
it necessary for every soldier in the Islands 
of Samar and Leyte to see to it that he is 
never separated from his arms, even at 
mealtime.

The good fruits of the new policy in the 
Philippines are to be observed already. 
When the insurgents attacked the garrison 
of Abra de Ilog day before yesterday they 
were repulsed and routed. They had ex- 
pected to find the Americans unprepared, 
but it happened that the new rule had gone 
into effect, and the Americans were break- 
fasting fully armed. One feels that the in- 
surrection will soon be stamped out alto- 
gether if such incidents become more fre- 
quent. It is not sublime military genius 
that is needed in this case. It is just that 
degree of system and organization which is 
seen in the comparatively small matter of 
breakfasting under arms, ready for any 
emergency. 

TRADING CHILDREN. 

Scarcely any meeting for the discussion of 
juvenile delinquency falls to add emphasis 
to the evil of sending children of tender 
years into the street to trade, or to beg 
under the guise of trading, and the evil of 
encouraging such trading and begging. 

A meeting called by Judge Tuthill was 
held at Hull House on Sunday afternoon to 
‘urge upon Italian citizens the demand for 
some concerted action on their part to assist 
the Juvenile Court in caring for Italian chil- 
dren brought before that court. The audi- 
ence of Italians were asked to undertake 
the prorision, and, if need be, the payment. 
of several Italian probation officers for the 
three different Italian quarters of the city. 
who should take under their care the war.is 
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societies ought to interest themselves in this. 
effort, which cannot be carried on tothe best 
advantage except by Italians themselves, 
The most important point in the whole 
diseussion, however, was brought out by an 
Italian physician from the floor, who in- 
sisted that the greed of parents wes pe- 
cullarly responsible for the initial tendencies 
to delinquency, because they sent their chil- 
dren out ‘upon the streets to sell papers and 
other small wares and to invite alms. Then 
it was but a step to “pitching pennies,” 
“ shooting craps,” making up a loss by theft, 
and then resorting to the latter expedient as 
a regular resource. He also pointed vut that 
these tendencies were left without couuter- 
acting influences in a great many cases be- 
cause the children were regularly truants 
from school. It was accordingly urged that 
newsboys of school age should hold a city 
license, whose continuance should be de- 
pendent upon weekly reports of school at- 
tendance by theircespective principals. 
There ig certainly much to be said in favor 
of such 4 preventive requirement. As the 
Italian physician urged, if the privilege of 
eelling papers before and after school were 
dependent upon school attendance, the par- 
ente—who often fail to appreciate the ad- 
vantage of education to their children— 
would instantly see to it that their children 
were in school. Especially is it incumbent 
upon visitors to the down-town district at 
night to discourage the begging there car- 
ried on, by withholding rewards from those 
pursuing this degrading profession.
